By canting out 
the plans made by those who are 
leading the fight athletics will be as- 
sured for next year and the prospect 
exceedingly bright for a football team 
the following Fall. To save athletics 
then each and every student must 
first, sign one pf the petitions and 
must not duplicate his signature, 
second, see that his society organi- 
zation or fraternity adopts resolu- 
tions; and thtyd, give the coming 
benefit bis heartiest Bupport. 


Among the resolutions already 
adopted by the various societies, 
organizations and fraternities and 
sent to President Stockton are those 
of the University Congress, Alpha 
Beta Phi fraternity, The Sphinx Hon- 
or Society, The Pyramid Honor So- 
ciety. Theta Delta Chi fraternity. 
Class President’s Association and 
Sigma Phi Epsilon fraternity. A 
number of other organizations have 
appointed committees to draft their 
resolutions. All resolutions should 
be mailed to President Stockton by 
April 15.

PROF. McNEMAR OFFERS 
TO MANAGE ATHLETICS 

(Continued from page 1.) 
University for the coming year I 
will not hesitate to give you and the 
other authorities of this institution 
the following assurances: 

"First — That no one will be per- 
mitted to represent this University in 
any iptercollegiate athletic contest 
during my supervision, who is not a 
bona fide student, his delinquency 
having come to my knowledge. 

"Second — That all schedules will be 
so arranged as not reflect discredit 
upon this University in any way. 

"Third — That as a double guaran- 
tee of my sincerity in this matter, I 
further agree to stand between the 
University and whatever indebted- 
ness may be incurred by my authori- 
ty on behalf of athletics during the 
year 1914-15, from October to June, 
personally guaranteeing the payment 
of the same or an adequate provis- 
ion for its liquidation by June 15, 1915. 

"Fourth — That I will serve In the 
capacity of the ‘Director of Athletics’ 
without additional compensation dur- 
ing said year. 

"Fifth — That I will associate with 
me two or more competent alumni 
to be agreed upon between us, and 
appointed by you. 

"Sixth — That the present indebted- 
ness will be liquidated before any new 
responsibilities are authorized by me 
on behalf of athletics in this institu- 
tion.”
